That Justice E. C. Kroennung of 
Chesterfield, St. Louis County, was not 
Chesterfieldian when he made Miss Mar- 
tha Eatherton disrobe in his presence 
after she had been accused of theft was 
the verdict of a jury at Clayton Thurs- 
day.

Only One Hand on Her Shoulder. 

“T only put one hand on her shoulder,” 
said Kroennung, answering the young 
woman's charge that he had searched 
her remaining garments after she had 
removed her stockings, outer skirt and 
petticoat. 

Mrs. Louisia Bothe and Louisa San- 
ders, who were in the room and who 
are co-defendants with Justice Kroen- 
nung, testified as he did, and denied 
the girl’s narrative of the acts which, 
she testified, 
humiliating to” her. 

Miss Eatherton, in her testimony, told 
how her employer, August” 
$206, June 15, 1907, and at once 
her of knowing where the money* was. 
He said Frank Glaser offered ‘hér $40 
to tell where the Jost money was.

Gammino remained unconscious after 
the operation and was still in that state 
Thursday. The surgeons at the hospital 
were hopeful, however, as the fits did 
not return. The said Thursday. that if 
he recovered from the shock of the op- 


\Gammino has ‘had fit8 at Infrequent in- 
tervals ever since the injury to his skull, 
but it is only lately that they have been 
severe and numerous. For two days 
they had been althost continuous. 
Gamminho is under bond to answer to 
the kidnaping charge. It is said by hos- 
pital physicians that his physical and 
mental condition, relieved by the opera- 
tion, would be a good defense in court.

EAST SIDE i 
PROPOSES 10 
INCREASE. FARE 


Suburban Company Notifies 
Belleville Council That It 
Is Losing Money. 





The East St. Louis and Suburban 
Rallway is planning to double the fare 
charged from Belleville to Edgemont. 
The fare is now 6 cents and the road 
has written to Mayor Kern of Beileville 
declaring that in order to make ex- 
penses, it will have to charge the old 
fare of 10 cents. It is expected that this 
move on the part of the road will meet 
with a vigorous popular opposition as 
the line between Belleville and HEdge- 
mont is heavily traveled. 

The fare was reduced from 10 to 5 
cents when the ‘“‘Rock Road strip’’ was 
annexed to Belleville im 1906. That strip 
is seven miles long and 2000 feet wide. 
It takes in the. right of way of the 
interurban line, as far as Edgemont. 

Some property owners in the strip 
fought annexation and among the peti- 
tions filed against it was one in the 
name of the electric car company. That 
was withdrawn, however, and the read 
agreed to charge for one year only 5 
cents between Belleville and Edgemont, 
its charter limiting charges within the 
Belleville corporation boundaries to 5 
éents.
